Permanent Attractions in Winnipeg 

WINNIPEG ART GALLERY — Presently located in the Civic Auditorium 
at St. Mary Ave. and Vaughan St., the gallery is to have a new build¬ 
ing of its own by 1970. It contains a fine collection of Canadian and 
European paintings and loan exhi'bts are featured from time to time. 
Hours: 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. weekdays; Tuesday and Thursday evenings 
vexcept on concert nights) 7:30 to 9:30 p.m.; 2 p.m. to 5 p.m. Satur¬ 
days; during June, July, August weekdays 9 a.m. to 4:30 p.m.; Sundays 
2 p.m. to 5 p.m. 

ASSINIBOINE PARK — This 362-acre park has many fine attractions in¬ 
cluding playgrounds, picnic sites, a miniature railway, a duck pond, an 
English garden, a conservatory, a refreshment pavilion and a zoo rated 
as one of the finest in Canada. The conservatory contains many exotic 
plants and features a spectacular chrysanthemum display in November 
and a popular Easter lily show annually. It is open daily from 8 a.m. 
to sundown. The zoo features over 100 species of animals and birds in¬ 
cluding native animals and a special children's section, Aunt Sally's Farm. 

CANADIAN HANDICRAFTS GUILD — Fi ne handcrafted articles—woven 
goods, wood turnings, leather work, wood carvings, pewter and silver 
pieces, needlework, ceramics, Eskimo carvings and Indian buckskin work 
are on sale at 183 Kennedy St. Open daily Monday to Saturday, 10 a.m. 
to 4:30 p.m. 

CANADIAN PACIFIC RAILWAY YARDS — These are the largest privately 
operated railway yards in the world and should be of particular interest 
to railway buffs. The yards may be seen to advantage from either 
Salter or Arlington bridges. 

CENTENNIAL CENTRE — To mark Canada's 100th birthday a giant cul¬ 
tural complex is being built in downtown Winnipeg. When completed 
the centre will include a concert hall, planetarium, museum and other 
facilities. Estimated cost of the entire project has been calculated at 
more than $15 million. 

CITY HALL — In Winnipeg's new city hall on Main Street, the adminis¬ 
trative and legislative functions have been located in separate buildings 
which are linked by an ornamental mall. Tours may be arranged by 
phoning the mayor's office 946-0196. 

COUNTESS OF DUFFERIN (C.P.R. No. 1) — The first locomotive in West¬ 
ern Canada stands in front of the C.P.R. station on Higgins Ave. This 
old wood burner arrived in St. Boniface on October 10, 1877. The loco¬ 
motive, tender, flat cars, and caboose, all mounted on a barge, were 
pushed down the Red River by a stern wheel steamboat. The locomotive 
was used in the construction of the first rail line in Manitoba between 
St. Boniface and Emerson. 

CUTTY SARK CLUB — The meeting room of the first Cutty Sark Club in 
the world is located in the Free Press Building, 300 Carlton Street, 
Models of famous sailing ships and marine exhibits are on display. 
Phone the Winnipeg Free Press—943-9331 for appointment to view 
exhibits. 

GRAIN EXCHANGE — The Winnipeg Grain Exchange, one of the largest 
in the world, is located on Lombard Ave. at Rorie St. The trading floor 
is open to visitors from 9:30 a.m. to 1:15 p.m. Guides are available to 
take visitors on tours of the building during these hours. 

INDIAN-METIS FRIENDSHIP CENTRE — A large display of beaded buck¬ 
skin articles, carvings, birchbark objects, and other hand-crafted Indian 
wares is located at 376 Donald Street. This is an excellent place to ob¬ 
tain authentic Manitoba souvenirs. 

INTERNATIONAL AIRPORT — One of the most modern air terminals in 
North America, the Winnipeg International Airport's contemporary design 
and unusual murals and sculpture attracts many visitors. The building 
has a special observation deck overlooking the runways. Customs and 
immigration services here serve both commercial and private flights. 

KILDONAN PARK — This lovely park off Main Street north is one> of 
the few places in southern Manitoba that has remained relatively un¬ 
changed since the early days of settlement. Some of the oldest and 
largest trees in the province still stand in the park. A picturesque mod¬ 
ern pavilion has a restaurant and washroom facilities. Also in the park 
are a fine outdoor public swimming pool and Rainbow Stage home of 
Winnipeg's popular outdoor summer theatre. In winter there are facili¬ 
ties for skating and tobogganing. 

LA VERENDRYE MONUMENT — This commemorates the arrival of Pierre 
Gaultier de la Verendrye at the forks of the Red and Assiniboine Rivers 
iri 1738. He and his sons were the first white men to travel by the 
Great Lakes chain to the present site of. Winnipeg. The monument is on 
Tache Ave. 

LEGISLATIVE BUILDING — Manitoba's Legislative Building is one of 
the finest neo-classical structures ir> the world. It is made of native 
Tyndall Stone. The building contains the legislative chambers, lieutenant- 
governor's suite, offices of the premier and cabinet ministers, provincial 
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library and archives, and some departments of government. On top of 
the dome, 255 feet above ground level, the Golden Boy holds aloft the 
torch of enterprise and progress. 

LOUIS RIEL'S GRAVE — Leader of the Metis in the Red River Uprising 
(1869-70) and in the North West Rebellion of 1885, Louis Riel is buried 
in the St. Boniface Basilica church yard. He was president of the pro¬ 
visional government in Manitoba, 1869-70. 

LOWER FORT GARRY — The old stone Fort is located nineteen miles 
north of Winnipeg via No. 4 and 9 highways. The Fort was built during 
the years from 1831 to 1839. Unlike most fur trading forts which con¬ 
sisted of log cabins surrounded by wooden palisades, Lower Fort Garry 
was built of stone quarried from the riverbank. The walls are seven and 
one-half feet high, and over three feet thick, and they enclose buildings 
constructed of the same stone. The Fort is open to visitors for conducted 
tours on the following dates: 

Open: May 1st to September 10th daily from 9 a.m. to 9 p.m. 

Free Guide service will be available from Monday, May 15th to Sun¬ 
day Sept. 10th. From Sept. 11th to Oct. 31st the grounds and museum 
only will be open from 9 a.m. to 6. pm. 

MANITOBA SPORTS GALLERY — Photos of teams and individuals who 
have won provincial, national, and international sporting events are on 
display in the Winnipeg Arena, 1430 Wolever Ave. 

MEMORIAL PARK — L ocated between Memorial Boulevard and Osborne 
Street in front of the Legislative Building, the park presents a colorful 
array of flowers and shrubs. A large central fountain is illuminated with 
multi-colored lights. A Retreat Ceremony and Mag Lowering is perform¬ 
ed at this site by units of the armed forces during the summer weekends. 

OLD KILDONAN CHURCH — The first Presbyterian church in Western 
Canada was built in 1854 in the parish of Kildonan on the northern out¬ 
skirts of Winnipeg. The three-foot thick walls of stone are now covered 
with stucco. 

RAINBOW STAGE — Kildonan Park, Winnipeg—theatre under the stars, 
international screen and TV stars and professional Winnipeg talent in hit 
musicals from Broadway to Hollywood. 

RENDEZVOUS PARK — 17 miles from Winnipeg on No. 4 Highway at 
Lockport, Manitoba. 15 acres of picnic grounds, rides, games, fun 
houses, kiddie playland, dancing, fishing and many free attractions. 
Open late April to September. 

ROSS HOUSE — The first post office in western Canada, now located 
on Higgins Ave., opposite the CPR station, was opened in 1855. It is 
now operated as a museum by the Manitoba Historical Society. The 
hours are 10 a.m. to 6 p.m., weekdays 1 p.m. to 5 p.m., on Sundays 
from June to September. Admission 25c. 

ST. ANDREW'S CHURCH — This historic Anglican church, on the River 
Road off Highway 4 near Lockport, is the oldest stone church in west¬ 
ern Canada continuously used for public worship. It was built in the 
early 1800's and some of the original fixtures still in the church include 
kneeling benches covered with buffalo hide. 

ST. BONIFACE BASILICA — The first Roman Catholic church in western 
Canada was built on the Tache Ave. site in 1818. The present basilica, 
built in 1908, preserves the "turrets twain" of an earlier edifice which 
inspired John Greenleaf Whittier to write "The Red River Voyageur" in 
which is the well known line: "The bells of Roman Mssion that ring 
from their turrets twain." 

ST. BONIFACE STOCKYARDS — Located on Marion Street, these stock- 
yards are the largest in the British Commonwealth. Nearly half of Mani¬ 
toba's net agricultural income is derived from livestock and livestock 
products. 

ST. JAMES CHURCH (Anglican) — On Portage Ave., opposite Polo Park 
Shopping Centre. St. James Church, built in 1853, is the oldest log 
church in western Canada. 

ST. JOHN'S CATHEDRAL — The present cathedral is the fourth edifice 
on this site. Reverend John West, first Anglican missionary at Red 
River, built a schoolhouse on this site in 1820. Two years later a 
combined school-church building was erected. The present cathedral 
incorporates stone from two churches built in 1853 and 1862. 

ST. VLADIMIR AND OLGA CATHEDRAL — This Ukrainian Catholic 
Cathedral is located at 115 McGregor St. Its domed towers and color¬ 
ful adornments are typical features of Byzantine churches. 

SEVEN OAKS HOUSE — The oldest habitable home in Manitoba is locat¬ 
ed on Rupertsland Ave., in West Kildonan. This large, two-storey, 
sguared log house was built by John Inkster in 1851. Now a museum, 
it contains the original furniture and other household items. Hours: 
May 20 to June 17, weekends 2 p.m. to 4:30 p.m.; 7 p.m. to 9 p.m. 
June 10 to September — open daily from 2 p.m. to 4:30 p.m. — 
7 p.m. to 8:30 p.m. Admission 10c. 

The hostesses will be dressed in century costumes for our centennial 
year. 
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SEVEN OAKS MONUMENT — Main Street. Where fur traders of the 
Northwest Company massacred a score of settlers in 1816. 

UKRAINIAN ART WORK — Located in auditorium of Holy Trinity Ukrain¬ 
ian Greek Orthodox Cathedral, 1175 Main Street. A collection of the 
handicraft articles, woodcarvinqs and colored easter eggs, sponsored by 
the Manitoba Handicraft and Museum Branch of the Ukrainian Women's 
Association of Canada. 

SYMINGTON YARDS — The marshalling yards of the Canadian National 
Railways may be seen from the Trans-Canada highway on the eastern 
outskirts of Metropolitan Winnipeg. The fully automated switching sys¬ 
tems, involving electronic equipment, computers and closed circuit TV, 
is the most modern in the world. The yards are a striking sight at night 
when the extensive floodlight system can be seen for miles. 

UKRAINIAN GREEK ORTHODOX CATHEDRAL — The bulbous domes of 
Holy Trinity Ukrainian Greek Orthodox Cathedral are a prominent feature 
of the skyline of north Main Street. The interior is richly ornamented 
after the fashion of the eastern-rite churches. 

UNIVERSITY OF MANITOBA — The oldest university in western Canada, 
incorporated in 1877, has six affiliated colleges: St. John's, St. Boni¬ 
face, United, St. Paul's, St. Andrew's, and Brandon College. There are 
faculties of Agriculture, Arts and Science, Engineering, Architecture, 
Medicine, Commerce, Social Work, Fine Arts, Nursing, Medical Rehabili¬ 
tation, Dental Hygiene, Pharmacy, Interior Design, and Law. The univer¬ 
sity campus is located in Fort Garry. 

UPPER FORT GARRY GATE — The northern gateway of Upper Fort Garry, 
all that remains of the Hudson's Bay Company trading post that stood 
on this site, is preserved in a park on Main Street opposite the C.N.R. 
station. For almost half-a-century this fort was the headquarters of the 
Hudson's Bay Company in western Canada. A plaque on the gateway 
outlines the history of several forts that stood in the vicinity.

MUSEUMS 
Central Manitoba 

AUSTIN — The Manitoba Memorial Agricultural Museum, located one 
mile south of the Trans-Canada Highway on Provincial Road 34, contains 
the largest display of farm implements and machinery in the province. 
Open May 1 to October 30. 
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CARMAN — The museum in the picnic grounds is housed in the log 
cabin of a pioneer settler. Personal effects and household articles of 
the homestead days are on display. 

EMERSON — The Grateway Stopping Place, contains pioneer household 
effects which are housed in the original jail and customs house. Indian 
curios and one of the few remaining Red River carts are also located 
here. Open June 25 to September 3. 

LOWER FORT GARRY MUSEUM — Relics and graphic displays of the 
history of the fur trade era at Fort Garry are shown in a special build¬ 
ing within the walls of this old fort. The top floor of the museum 
building also features a dramatic display of Canadian Indian clothing, 
beadwork and other handicraft items. 

MANITOBA MUSEUM — Located in the Winnipeg Auditorium at St. 
Mary and Memorial Boulevard, the museum contains historical exhibits, 
Indian and archaeological artifacts, and natural history displays. Hours: 
Monday to Friday, 9 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. Saturday, 9 a.m. to 12 noon. 
Sunday, 2 p.m. to 5 p.m. Closed weekends during June, July and 
August. 

ST. ANDREW'S MUSEUM — Located on the River Road near Lockport 
and approximately 15 miles north of Winnipeg (V 2 mile east of High¬ 
way 4 on St. Andrews Road) The museum, privately owned, contains 
a variety of antique items from different parts of the world. The 
buildng itself, completed in 1853, was once the rectory of St. Andrews 
church, located nearby. Open daily from 10:00 a.m. to 9:30 p.m. Group 
tours anytime. Call Mr. W. S. Dunlop, ED 9-1629. Admission: adults 50c, 
children 25c. 

UKRAINIAN CULTURAL MUSEUM — 935 Main St., Winnipeg. Exhibition 
of Ukrainian folk objects and art pieces; 17th century church vestments 
and liturgical objects are on exhibit. May, June, September and October 
Wednesday evenings 7.00 p.m. to 9:00 p.m. July and August Monday to 
Friday 7:00 p.m. to 9:00 p.m. Saturdays 10:00 a.m. to 12:00 p.m. 


Eastern Manitoba 

NUTIMIK LAKE — MUSEUM — In the Whiteshell Provincial Park on 
Provincial Road 307 near Nutimik Lake, a forestry museum contains 
natural history exhibits and Indian artifacts gathered in the area. 


Western Manitoba 

BRANDON — Flora and fauna of the prairies, wildlife exhibits, Indian 
artifacts, objects of pioneer agricultural settlement. Located at Brandon 
College, 270 -18th Street. 

DAUPHIN — McCallum Museum and Trading Post contains pioneer farm 
implements and vehicles and personal effects of early Manitoba. West 
of Dauphin on Highway 5. 

ELKHORN — Manitoba Automobile Museum — A collection of old auto¬ 
mobiles, most of which have been restored and put in running order. 

HARGRAVE — Antique Gun Museum — Guns that retrace 200 years 
combined with Indian artifacts and household articles. Visitors may 
rest on antique love seats and chairs. Admisson by collection. Situated 
between Virden and Elkhorn on the Trans-Canada Highway. 

KILLARNEY — Killarney Museum — Contains a collection of Indian 
artifacts and personal effects of pioneer settlers. 

NINETTE — Natural History Museum — In the Sanatorium east of 
Ninette, is open to the public during regular visiting hours. 

MINNEDOSA — P ioneer Home Museum — Displays the personal effects 
and household furnishings of pioneer settlers. 

RIDING MOUNTAIN — Riding Mountain National Park Museum, Wasa- 
gaming, Clear Lake — natural history, Indian artifacts, forestry, flora 
and fauna of the Manitoba escarpment. 

SWAN RIVER — A collection of implements, household and personal 
effects of early Manitoba settlers. 

Northern Manitoba 

CARIBOU BILL'S MUSEUM — At Prospector, has a large display of 
northern curios and artifacts. Located on Highway 10 at the junction 
of 287. 

CHURCHILL — Eskimo and Indian artifacts, flora and fauna of Hudson 
Bay Lowland, fur trade exhibits. Contemporary Indian and Eskimo art 
forms. 

THE PAS — The Little Northern Museum — Houses a unique collection 
of northern objects and artifacts associated with the Indians and the 
fur trade. 
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
